The Career and Coinage 
Of Sextus Pompey R y harry \. stein 

(A paper recently read before the Bronx Coin Club.) 


Sextus Pompey was the youngest son of Pompey the Great. After his 
father was defeated by Julius Caesar at the historic Battle of Pharsalus, 
Sextus fled to safety in Spain, where he supported himself by outright rob- 
bery, and, with the large following he collected, subdued the Province of 
Baetica. He then proceeded to build a fleet of ships, and ere long estab- 
lished his supreme sea power on the Mediterranean. 

At this stage of his career (B. C. 45-44) Sextus appears to have estab- 
lished a mint at Carteia, from which issued a large coinage of silver and 
bronze. 

Denarii. 

1. Obv., head of Pompey the Great to right, SEX(TUS) MAG(NUS) 
TIUS IMr (ERATOR) .* 

Rev., Pietas standing holding a laurel branch in her right hand and a 
sceptre in her left, on the right TIETAS. 

2. Obv., same, but legend reading SEX(TUS) MAGN(US) IMT(ERAT- 
OR) SAL (UTATUS) . 

Rev., same. 

3. Obv., head of Pompey the Great to left, SEX(TUS) MAGNUS SA (UTA- 
TUS) IMT(ERATOR). 

Rev., same as No. 1, but legend PIETAS. 

(Note: This coin is generally in very poor style.) 

As (Bronze of the Uncial Standard, One Libra 1 Ounce). 

4. Obv., Janiform heads of Pompey the Great and Cnaeus Pompey. The 
name appears in different forms on several varieties, viz.: MGN; MAGN; or 
MAGNUS. 

Rev., prow of a galley, above PIUS, below IMP. 

Sextus had a legate named Marcus Eppius, who struck bronze coins 
similar in general type to No. 4. They are: 

5. Obv., double head of Janus, with the top of an altar between the 
heads, above MAGNUS, below TIUS IMT (ERATOR) F(ILIUS). 

♦Parts of words in parentheses do not appear on coins, but are given here to 
complete the inscriptions. 
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Rev., prow of a galley, above EITIUS, below LEG(ATUS). 

6. Obv., same as No. 5, but AAGNUS for MAGNUS, and a complete altar 
between the heads of Janus. 

Rev., same as No. 5. 

The selection of Pietas as a coin type by Sextus possibly refers to his 
oath to avenge the death of his father and brother Cnaeus. The prow on 
the reverse of the bronze coinage undoubtedly alludes to his sea power. 

There does not seem to be any record of when Sextus first received the 
title of IMPERATOR with which he is honored on all the coins just listed. 


Immediately after the assassination of Caesar on March 15th, B. C. 44, 
Sextus turned his attention to Marc Antony, Octavian and Lepidus, who 
had formed a triumvirate to rule the vast Roman dominions. He organized 
a blockade of the Italian coast and plundered all shipping. Food became 
scarce, prices skyrocketed, and the capital was in great danger of famine. 

The triumvirs had no navy at their disposal, and therefore found it neces- 
sary to make peace with Sextus. By the terms of the treaty (B. C. 43) 
Sextus received a large fortune to compensate him for the loss of his 
patrimony which had been sold by Caesar at public auction. He also re- 
ceived the title of Admiral of the Roman Navy (see illustration No. 7 for 
title on coins), but really the navy consisted practically of only his own 
ships.

Peace, however, was of short duration. The triumvirs passed a law 
proscribing all those who participated in the conspiracy against Caesar. 
Before finishing the death list, they had proscribed every wealthy man in 
Rome and had agreed among themselves to confiscate their property. Sex- 
tus, though innocent, but possibly because of his parentage, was included. 
A reign of terror ensued, and Sextus with a large number of proscribed 

nobles and their slaves took refuge with his fleet. Unfortunately for 

Sextus, the governors of Spain sided with the triumvirs, and he was left 
without a mainland naval base. 

He immediately turned to Sicily, which he conquered, and there estab- 
lished his headquarters. He organized another blockade, and again plun- 
dered Roman shipping. Octavian hurriedly built a fleet, and for a short time 
successfully held him at bay. But when Octavian attempted to engage 

Sextus in battle, Sextus, who knew every current of the Mediterranean, 

lured his adversary into the swift waters of the Straits of Sicily. Sextus’ 
vessels were lighter and more easily maneuverable, and Octavian suffered 
a decisive defeat. 

Sextus now became more arrogant than ever. His followers hailed him 
as the Son of Neptune, and he was proclaimed IMPERATOR for the second 
time. 

After the defeat of Brutus and Cassius, Antony and Octavian again de- 
termined upon the extinction of Sextus, for by Sextus’ depredations of 
Roman shipping, Italy was again facing famine and something had to be 
done about it quickly. The hungry population was tightening its belt. It 
was in an ugly mood, and had no patience to wait until the triumvirs sub- 
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dued their antagonist. They insisted upon an immediate peace. A treaty 
was arranged whereby the provinces of Sicily, Sardinia, Corsica, and Achaia 
were ceded to Sextus. He also received an indemnity of 17,500,000 denarii 
for his private fortune. Sextus on his part was to supply Italy with food 
and protect its shipping. . 

Antony, however, refused to relinquish the Province of Achaia, ana 
hostilities’ were resumed. Sextus again resorted to his old tactics of cutting 
Italy’s food supply. The time for treaties had now passed. Rome was 
unsafe while Sextus was at large. His defeat was also necessary to Octavian 
that he might retain his prestige and power. Octavian, therefore, set about 
to build another fleet, but immediately after his ships were launched and 
proceeded to engage Sextus in battle, the entire armada was destroyed by 
storm. Sextus again arrogantly reminded the world that he was the son 
of Neptune and the predestined ruler of the waves. 

Octavian, though much disconcerted, built three more fleets with which 
he proposed to attack Sextus from different sides. After leaving their 
bases, however, two of them were wrecked by storm, and the third by 
Sextus. Again the elements frustrated Caesar’s heir. 

Finally, Octavian’s third attempt to crush Sextus was successful. He 
entrusted’ the command of his fleet to Agrippa, his boyhood friend, who in- 
flicted a crushing defeat upon the enemy. The concluding battle of Sextus 
career was fought at Nauloclius on September 3rd, B. C. 3 6. His fleet was

destroyed, his power broken, and he fled to Asia, where some Oriental 
satrap put him to death. 

The coinage of the period from the time Sextus captured Sicily to his 
defeat at Naulochus is varied and interesting. The extant types, all of 
which undoubtedly commemorate his naval victories, are as follows:

7. Obv., head of Sextus Pompey with close beard to right, MAG-(NUS)

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Numbers 7 and 8 are the only coins extant bearing the portrait of Sextus 
Pompey.

Rev., Catanean brothers carrying their parents on their shoulders; Nep- 
tune resting his right foot on a prow, legend same as No. 7. 

10. Obv., same as No. 9. 

Rev., same as No. 9, but legend PR/EF OR.E. MARIT. ET. CLAS. EX. S. C.

11. Obv., head of Neptune, MAG. PIUS. IMF. ITER. 

Rev., a naval trophy on an anchor and trident above the helmet; the 
arms are composed of the stem of a prow and aplustre and the lower 
part of the heads of the two marine monsters Scylla and Charybdis, PRASF. 
CLAS. ET. OR^E MARI. TEX. S. C. 

12. Obv., Pharos of Messana (a warning to mariners to avoid the whirl- 
pool of Charybdis) surmounted by the figure of Neptune; before the Pharos 
is a galley, on the prow of which is a legionary eagle MAG. PIUS. IMP. 
ITER. 

Rev., the monster Scylla wielding a rudder with both hands. Her body 
terminates in two fishtails and the foreparts of three dogs, PR^EF. CLAS. 
ET. ORAD. MARIT. EX. S. C. 

There is also a series of bronze coins which have been found only in 
Sicily. They were apparently struck for the use of the Celtiberian popula- 
tion of the island. 

Bronze. 

13. Obv., bearded male head, or head of Pallas. 

Rev., warrior on horseback, or a galloping horse, HISFANORUM. 

There are also bronze coins of the same issue as No. 13 struck by Sextus* 
legate, C. Junius, for the use of Spanish recruits, a3 follows: 

14. Obv., bare male head, C. IUNI LEG(ATUS) SIC(ILIA). 

Rev., Horseman, HISFANORUM. 

Quintus Nasidius, a partisan of Sextus, struck the following coins in 
Sicily, which show his faithfulness to the Pompeian cause: 

Denarii. 

15. Obv., head of Pompey the Great, trident and dolphin, NErTUNI. 

Rev., a galley of rowers sailing to right, Q. NASIDIUS. 

16. Obv., same as No. 15. 

Rev., scene of a sea flight involving four ships, Q. NASIDIUS. 

It is fitting in conclusion to mention the well-earned honor bestowed 
upon Agrippa for his success in breaking Sextus’ naval supremacy and free- 
ing Italy from the danger of famine. As a reward he received the naval 
crown which he is shown wearing in illustration No. 17. The figure of 
Neptune on the reverse alludes to Agrippa’s great naval successes. The 
coins struck many years later directly commemorate the naval victory which 
eliminated Sextus from the bloody civil wars which ensued with the murder 
of Julius Caesar. The inclusion of this piece appropriately climaxes the 
foregoing list of the coins of that arrogant adventurer, Sextus Pompey. 

Note — Owing to lack of facilities, The Numismatist finds it impossible to re- 
produce, in exact form, certain combinations of letters contained in descriptions. 
Those interested in the accurate description of these monographed letters are 
referred to the actual coins or to the British Museum catalogue of “Coins of 
Roman Republic.

Believes Dollars Coined In 1804 

I was much interested in the review of the history of the 1804 dollar in 
your last issue. I do not know whether or not any dollars were coined in 
1804, and I am not particularly concerned with the restrikes made years 
later. But the matter of coinage in the year 1804 is one that has always 
interested me, and I believe the weight of evidence from such sources as 
are available is in favor of the statement of the report of the Director of 
the Mint that 19,570 silver dollars were coined in that year. It has been 
the custom, when discussing the subject with experienced collectors and 
some dealers, for them to dismiss the subject with a wave of the hand and 
say: “There were no silver dollars struck in 1804. They are all restrikes. 
The mint reports of the early coinage are unreliable.” 

As to the accuracy of the mint reports as they relate to the rarity of a 
particular year as collectors have found it, all will agree that there seem 
to be discrepancies. These differences, however, are not confined to the 
first ten or twelve years of the operations of the mint. Take the reported 
coinage of dollars from 1794 to 1803. The dollars of 1794 and 1797 are 
admittedly the rarest of the early dollars, and the coinage of those two 
years is much smaller than of any other years. The dollars of 1798, 1799 
and 18 00 are admittedly the most common, and the coinage in those three 
years is by far the greatest of the ten years. Theoretically, the reported 
coinage of the early dollars is fairly accurate. No one will argue that the 
coinage figures are deliberately misleading. There would be no occasion 
for that. 

Records at the mint show that 19,570 silver dollars were coined in 1804, 
delivered by the chief coiner as follows: 

January 7, 2500 — one reserved for assay. 

January ID, 8000 — two reserved for assay. 

February 1, 5500 — one reserved for assay. 

February 11, 730 — two reserved for assay. 

March 28, 2840 — one reserved for assay. 

If the chief coiner delivered 19,5 70 silver dollars in five different lots, 
he must have obtained them from some source, and the logical source was 
from the coining presses. Even if they were from dies dated 1803 the 
record of their coinage would not be affected. There is good reason to 
believe they were struck from a die or dies dated 1804, because years later 
a die of 18 04 was found at the mint among discarded dies. It will be 
observed that the coinage of dollars in 1804 was confined to the first three 
months of the year. No dollars are reported to have been coined after 
March 28, 1804. 

It is a matter of record that Director Boudinot stopped the coinage of 
silver dollars in 1804 to prevent their exportation because their bullion 
value exceeded their face value. His successor, Director Patterson, followed 
the precedent. 

In the light of the above, why not be logical and assume that 19,570 
silver dollars dated 1804 were struck during the first three months of 
that year, and that on account of their bullion value being greater than their 
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face value, the entire coinage was allowed to accumulate at the mint and 
was finally thrown back into the melting pot and that none were placed in 
circulation. 

Support for this theory is found in the reported coinage of half dollars 
in 1804. The record shows that in that year 146,519 half dollars were 
coined, and no collector has ever seen or heard of a genuine half dollar 
dated that year. There is no available record of the months in which they 
were coined. This was the largest issue of half dollars in any year up to 
1804. There is an 1805 half dollar over 1804, which is evidence that an 
1804 half-dollar die was in existence prior to 1805. A reliable dealer stated 
in one of his catalogs several years ago that he had seen two different dies 
of the 1805 half dollar both over 1804. What became of this large coinage 
of half dollars? Were they likewise thrown back into the melting pot 
because their bullion value was greater than their face value? It is logical 
to believe so. 

If it should be argued that the amount of silver in our subsidiary coins 
is less than the proportionate parts of a dollar, the answer is yes, in later 
years. But in 1804 the half dollar contained just half as much silver as a 
dollar, the quarter one-fourth as much, and the dime one-tenth as much, 
so that as far as the bullion value of the coins is concerned, there would 
be just as much reason for melting the half dollars as the dollars. No other 
explanation of the complete disappearance of the dollars and half dollars 
of 1804 seems plausible. 

But if this reasoning is correct, why were not the quarters and dimes of 
1804 also thrown into the melting pot. The mint report shows there were 
6 738 quarters coined in 1804. They are rare, but are obtainable by col- 
lectors. The bullion value over the face value of this number of quarters 
would not be considerable. There had been no coinage of quarters since 
179 6, and perhaps there were pressing demands for this denomination. 
The same reasoning would apply to the small coinage of dimes of that year. 

As a sidelight on the reported coinage of 371 silver dollars in 1805, it is 
on record at the mint that this reported coinage was a matter of book- 
keeping rather than one of coinage. On June 3, 1805, the United States 
Bank made a deposit of bullion at the mint. This deposit was composed 
mainly of Spanish dollars, but among it were 371 United States dollars, 
presumably of dates prior to 1804. Instead of melting them along with the 
Spanish dollars, the chief coiner turned them in to the treasurer, and for 
that reason they figure in the report as having been coined in 18 05. They 
were good currency and there was no need to melt them for recoinage. It 
is a legitimate question to ask why the United States Bank should turn in 
good United States dollars as bullion if they were not worth more as bullion 
than as coins. None of them could have had more than ten years’ wear 
and doubtless did not show much trace of circulation. 

There is something about the above figures of the coinage of 18 04 dollars 
that compels thought. And coming from mint records they would command 
serious consideration — perhaps universal belief — if they referred to any 
other coin than the 1804 dollar. In all the discussions of this coin when a 
former generation attempted to solve the mystery, no mention was made of 
these figures in detail. Experts were satisfied to say “there were no silver 
dollars dated 1804 struck in that year, and there is no information at the 
mint on the subject except what is contained in the report of the Director 
of the Mint.” As a matter of fact, the above information was there all the 
time. It merely had not been made public. To the best of my knowledge, 
these figures were first given publicity in 19 24 in Frank H. Stewart’s 
“First United States Mint: Its People and Its Operations.’’ 

A fact of much importance in connection with the figures of coinage given 
above of the dollar of 1804 is that seven pieces were reserved for assay. 
Unless the coins actually were struck it would have been impossible to 
reserve any for this purpose. The present custom is to reserve one coin 
for assay out of each 2000 struck. This custom has existed since early in 
the history of the mint, even if the number reserved has not always been 
in the exact proportion mentioned. The annual assay of coinage has for 
centuries been one of England’s traditions, hence its adoption by the new 
United States of America early in its career as a nation. It was first used 
by it in 1801. The process is simple and consists of laying aside with the 
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mint assayers certain pieces from each coinage, allowing all such pieces to 
accumulate during the year, and a day is set aside early in the new year 
for the annual assay. It is not customary to assay all the coins that have 
been so laid aside, but only occasional pieces picked at random. Isn’t it 

possible that if the 1804 dollars reported coined were thrown back into the 

melting pot later in 1804 it would not be necessary to use even one for 

assay? Even if one were used for this purpose, six would remain in the 

custody of the mint assayers. This is just the number of dollars of 1804 
now in the hands of collectors that have claim to being Originals. 

In the reprints published in last month’s issue mention is made of six or 
seven 1804 dollars that are regarded as Originals. This term would mean 
that they were struck in 1804 from dies of that year. If struck at any 
later time they cannot be regarded as Originals. If this reasoning is correct,, 
there were some silver dollars struck in 1804. 

In your February issue, in the description of the Mint Cabinet of coins,, 
it says: “The collection was commenced in June, 1838. Long before that 
date, however, Mr. Adam Eckfeldt, formerly chief coiner, led as well by his 
own taste as by the expectation that a conservatory would some day be 
established, took pains to preserve master coins of the different annual issues 
of the mint.” In 1804 Mr. Eckfeldt was assistant coiner at the mint and 
was connected with it until later than 1838. 

Let’s apply a little logic to the situation and see if we do not reach the 
following conclusion: 

In 1804 seven dollars were reserved for assay purposes. None was used 
for assaying and all were laid away in the Assayer’s safe to keep company 
with pieces previously laid away in anticipation of the formation of the Mint 
Cabinet, and to which subsequent issues were added. By 183 8 a goodly 
number of coins of different denominations and metals had accumulated and 
they were placed in the Cabinet then being formed. Naturally there were 
some duplicates. As stated in last month’s issue, the first mention of an 
1804 silver dollar is in a book by Assayers Eckfeldt and Dubois in 1842. 
In 1843 Mr. Stickney obtained his 1804 dollar at the mint, a duplicate of 
the one in the Cabinet. He may not have been the first one to obtain a 
specimen, but his is the first of which there is any record. In Mr. Nexsen’s 
list of the pedigreed 1804 dollars he mentions that a few at least were 
obtained at the mint “many years ago.” (This is quite indefinite and may 
mean any time after 1804.) 

The fact that seven pieces were reserved for assay purposes and that 
seven of the known pedigreed pieces are classed as Originals may be only a 
coincidence. But I think it is more than a coincidence.

SWEDISH TWO-KRONOR COIN FOR DELAWARE TERC ENTENARY. 

The Swedish Mint has ordered a design by Prof. Erik Lindberg, Royal 
Mint engraver, to be used for the two-crown coin to be struck in commemo- 
ration of the tercentenary of the establishing of the colony of New Sweden, 
in Delaware. 

According to the design proposed, the obverse bears the King’s portrait 
in profile to the left, with the inscription, “Custavus V Rex.” The reverse 
shows the ship, Calmar Nyckel, under sail, above which is a Swedish royal 
crown, with the dates 1638-1938, and below, the value, “2 Kr.” with the 
inscription, “Novae Sueciae Suecia Memor.” The commemorative coin will 
be struck to an amount of not over 500,000 specimens. G. deL.

(Paper read before the Westchester County Coin Club, June 15, 1937.) 


As one believing firmly in “an ounce of prevention being a pound of 
cure,” it has ever been my contention that before a newcomer to an or- 
ganization is permitted to unload his maiden address upon an unsuspecting 
membership it should be made incumbent upon him first to explain just 
what is back of it all. If the explanation is anything but convincing, he 
should be given an emphatic “thumbs down,” thus sparing the membership 
the agony of having to sit through what might be an infliction rather than 
a pleasure. Therefore, and consistent with this precept, I respectfully 
sumbit for your consideration what prompted my appearing before you to- 
night with a maiden address of my own. 

Whether you know it or not, in the February issue of The Numismatist 
of the current year there appeared a letter reciting how I had been an old 
coin collector, abandoned it for twenty years, then suddenly started all over 
again. This was provocative of more or less inquiries on the why and the 
wherefor of such an unusual procedure on the part of one at my time of 
life. In turn, these inquiries gave rise to the idea of preparing a paper on 
the subject, one that would incorporate an intimate review of the money 
customs of early San Francisco — my native city — together with a few high- 
lights incidental to my long career as a coin collector. 

Communicating the idea to Mr. Dewey, our highly esteemed president, 
it met with instant favor, Mr. Dewey stipulating, however, should the paper 
prove other than entertaining, he was not to be held accountable for what 
might happen to me. With this clearly understood, I began its preparation, 
dating back to that chrysalistic stage wherein youth progresses from short 
pants to long trousers, for it was during this period that I became one of 
the species. That, fellow members, is the explanation. It is now for you 
to say whether I shall continue or resume my seat. (Note — Needless to 
say, Mr. Morgenthau was urged by the club members to continue. — Secre- 
tary.) 

One Saturday morning I wandered into the local mint to learn at first 
hand what it was all about. While waiting to be conducted through the 
various departments I was ushered into the room where was displayed the 
institution’s collection of coins and medals representative of the nations of 
the world. I was instantly intrigued. So much so that with the conclusion 
of the inspection trip I returned for another look. Saturday after Saturday 
found me back at the mint in deep contemplation of that wonderful exhibit. 
The upshot was the resolve to have a collection all my very own, even to 
excelling that of the mint. Forthwith began my career as a coin collector, 
starting off with a two-cent piece. I have treasured it throughout the 
years. Not because of it being my numismatic first-born, but, rather, when 
in after years I was prone to forget that of my own birth, I had only to con- 
sult the date to be reminded that we were both of the same mintage — or 
vintage, whichever you prefer. I offer Exhibit No. 1 for the inspection of 
those interested in dates. 

Then followed one-centers, three-centers, five-centers, half dimes, dimes, a 
twenty-center, Chinese cash, a Japanese bu, a tempo, a string of Indian 
wampum, and other odds and ends. I was now a bona-fide collector of 
coins, whatever that means. I was even more than that — I was a numis- 
matist! I did not know it at the time. In fact, I did not know what a 
numismatist was until years later when I read in the columns of a news- 
paper that it was “one who collects coins and medals.” The fact that I had 
coins, but no medals, gave me no concern. But what did, was lack of a 
cabinet suitable to my new calling. After due consideration, my selection 
was of the type still finding favor with the average newspaper-numismatist 
of today — a stout cigar box. 
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Passing over the intervening years, during which the collection kept pace, 
I take you to that of 188 8. It was during this year, and following the 
passing of my dear mother, that my sister presented me with a chamois 
bag of coins, together with the information it had been my mother’s wish 
that with her passing the coins should become my property. Previous to 
this I was in complete ignorance of their existence. 

In the bag were pieces from the Fatherland and other European coun- 
tries, brought to America in the mid-fifties when my mother came here to 
make it her permanent home. Also pieces acquired since arrival. There 
were marks, thalers, gulden, pfennigs, kreuzers, a five-franc of Louis Phillip 
I (Exhibit No. 2), an ecu of Louis XIV (Exhibit No. 3), “pieces-of-eight,” 
a two-real “cob” of Peru (Exhibit No. 4), trade dollars, a Hunt & Nash 
10-cent encased stamp, a nugget of gold (Exhibit No. 5), gold coins of both 
Government and private mintage, and many others, memory of which escapes 
me at this writing. One piece, the history of which I have never been able 
to ascertain, and which unquestionably has to do with some tragedy of 
early San Francisco, is Exhibit No. 6, a silver half dollar, S mintage, year 
18 61, its numismatic value destroyed forever perforce of absence of a large 
section obviously shot away by a bullet. 

During my time in San Francisco, cent pieces as a medium of exchange 
were strictly taboo. The lowest denomination coin in active circulation 
was the five-cent piece, both silver and nickel. The question naturallv 
arises, how, then, did we Westerners dispose of the odd cents appearing in 
our daily commercial transactions? The method was as simple as it was 
effective, to wit: A check calling for, say, $10.22, brought the holder thereof 
$10.20, while one for $10.23 produced $10.25. In the final analysis, matters 
equalized themselves. Or so nearly so that any slight difference arising 
was not worthy of second thought. 

Of course, and with the march of time, conditions changed and the once 
despised cent came into its own. It now circulates in the West as readily as 
elsewhere, and the growing interest in these pieces by collectors keen for 
dates and mint marks continues unabated. This, together with the hoard- 
ing of large quantities by dealers and speculators, in part answers the ques- 
tion put to me at the mint in Philadelphia upon the occasion of a recent 
visit there: “What becomes of the hundreds of thousand of cents we turn 
out day after day?” 

To the native Westerner a silver quarter dollar is always “two bits”; a 
half, “four bits,” and a combination of both, “six bits.” There is also a 
“one bit,” but in the vernacular only. Illustrative of its operation I cite 
the better drinking places of the downtown business section wherein for 
“one bit” one was served with an ample, well-prepared luncheon, together 
with the drink of one’s choosing. If the luncher tendered a quarter in pay- 
ment, he received ten cents in change. But if two persons lunched together, 
the quarter sufficed for both. 

Interesting were the memorable “steamer or collections days,” occurring 
twice monthly, and intended for squaring of accounts among merchants. 
Accounts contracted between the first and the fifteenth became due on the 
first of the succeeding month. Accounts contracted between the fifteenth 
and the first, became due on the fifteenth of the succeeding month. On 
these occasions collectors innumerable would be seen going about their 
duties with stout canvas bags of gold and silver slung over shoulders. When 
the bags became too heavy for comfort the collectors would return to their 
respective offices, unload, and start anew. Many an aching shoulder have 
I had. 

My father, a manufacturer, carried on an extensive trade with the mer- 
chants in Mexico. Frequently payments reached us in the shape of bags of 
pesos. With the aid of horse and buggy, I would convey them from the 
steamer to the mint for recoining into United States standard silver dollars. 
Later I would transfer the new coins to the bank for deposit. The mer- 
chant was then credited with the net returns. 

Smaller gold coins, such as quarters, halves and dollars, of Government 
or private mintage, were constantly on display in the windows of money 
brokers, freely to be had at face value plus current exchange rates. Fifty- 
dollar “slugs” were not uncommon. I have no recollection of their premium 
value other than that it was not unreasonable. 
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Paper money was something to be regarded with suspicion. But since it 
was as scarce as the elusive silver dollar of 1804, there was seldom ground 
for suspicion. I recall my first handling of a ten-dollar bill. It was while 
clerking in a downtown retail establishment. A lady entered, made her 
selection, and tendered the bill in payment. It was not for me to question 
it. So the bill went its way to the cashier via mechanical carrier while I 
proceeded to wrap up the purchase. Then followed a long wait for the 
change, the lady meanwhile acidly expressing her views on the slowness of 
us benighted Westerners. At a loss to account for the delay, I did my best 
to appease the indignant one. And with the arrival of the change, all in 
silver, and accepted under protest, what that lady said to me was good and 
plenty. It was only after her departure that I learned the delay had been 
occasioned by rushing the bill to a nearby bank to learn whether it was 
real or stage money. I did not have to hazard a second guess on the 
habitat of the lady. 

Banks had no cages in which to install their tellers. Business was con- 
ducted across open counters extending the length of the room, the teller 
walking back and forth as in a department store. Upon a back counter, in 
full view of all, were trays upon trays of stacked gold and silver coins. 
When paid out in large quantities they were handled with a large flat 
scoop, deft hand, and unerring eye. 

Serving in the banks were three Smith brothers, in no way connected 
with cough drops, but famed as expert tellers. -It was truly a fascinating 
sight to see the eldest receiving and paying out money on a busy day. I 
have been witness many a time to his counting of gold coins brought in 
for deposit. Swiftly segregating the denominations, and holding a handful 
on high after the manner of a soda clerk pouring a drink, a golden stream 
would flow into the palm of the other, Smith meanwhile keeping up an ani- 
mated conversation with the depositor. To my knowledge no error was 
ever checked against him. With his death passed the speediest and greatest 
teller of the day. 

It is noteworthy to explain here that despite the tempting displays of so 
much wealth, the banks were singularly free from the daylight holdups so 
prevalent in the East of today. Whether from aversion of the crooks to 
the labor of carrying off so much dead weight, or preference for practising 
their profession among the Wells-Fargo stage coaches, I have never been 
able to figure out. 

Our Western methods may have been crude, but, being products of the 
times, they were accepted without comment by those participating in them. 
No true Westerner ever found fault at having to carry a load of silver 
“cartwheels” in his hip pocket. The ladies, not having hip pockets, resort- 
ed to purse and handbag. 

Exhibit No. 7 is a brass piece, a “counter,” bearing date of 1852, used 
in the gambling houses. No. 8 is a facsimile of a California gold brick, a 
souvenir of the Pan-Pacific Exposition of 1915. And so we leave the Golden 
West for our maiden trip to unknown Eastern fields and further adventures 
in coin collecting. 

It is February 9, 1893, and we are in Chicago. The World’s Fair, or, 
more properly, the Columbian Exposition, is just getting under headway. 
Before long I became assistant treasurer of the Hagenbeck Arena Company, 
world-famous animal show from Hamburg, Germany. In my official capac- 
ity, plus the congenial contacts with other foreign exhibitors, numerous 
were the additions to my collection. Columbian halves and quarters, de- 
spite their original cost of only one dollar, were a drug on the market. 
Except for the souvenir addicts and those numismatically interested, they 
received small favor at the hands of the public and tradesmen. I myself 
was obliged to refuse them at the ticket window because of the trouble of 
getting rid of them. Unfortunately, and not being gifted with the crystal- 
gazing vision of a Prince Ali Bendo, I could not foresee the day when the 
quarters would command a substantial premium, else I would have hung 
onto them like grim death. As it was, but one specimen of each, since 
gone, found their way into the collection. However, I console myself with 
the possession of something even scarcer than a Columbian quarter. And 
because I have never seen its like from that time to this, I believe I am 
justified in rating it a rarity. It is Exhibit No. 9, a brass token issued by 
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the Hagenbeck Arena Company Restaurant, “Good for 1 Beer.” Recently 
I was offered $10,000 for it. But as the offer was accompanied by German 
depression money, I refused. Had it been U. S. currency, it is quite possible 
I might have accepted. 

It was at the Fair that I made my first invasion into the realm of medals. 
Exhibit No. 10, struck in aluminum, depicting the landing of Columbus in 
America, is the husky baby of my medal family. There were others, since 
“gone with the wind.” 

With the closing of the Fair in October of the same year, the show 
moved on to New York for an extended stay. Owing to my now increased 
duties I could devote neither time nor thought to old coins. 

From New York we traveled on to Philadelphia for a one-month’s show- 
ing. A visit to the parent mint was productive of a number of medals 
struck in both silver and bronze. I still have them. Here also began my 
“numismatic library” with the purchase of a copy of Evans’ “History of 
the Mint.” I still have it. 

December, 1894, found me married and commercially located in a small 
farming community in Michigan. Here is where the coin collection was 
put to practical use. At the far end of the store a space was arranged for 
its display. In place of advertising my wares, an invitation was extended 
to “one and all” to call and inspect my “Wonderful Exhibition of Coins From 
All Parts of the World.” . It is quite possible that I may have overlooked 
some parts, but that is neither here nor there. Most pertinent was the 
manner in which the hinterland responded. And the questions fired at me 
would have stumped any cigar-box numismatist. However, I managed to 
rise to the occasion, even if at times obliged to draw largely upon my imag- 
ination. And since no one was qualified to dispute me, my reputation as 
an authority on coins continued undimmed. The saddest part of the story 
is that while it drew people into the store, it drew no customers. The 
country was in the throes of a depression, farmers were mortgage-bound, 
and merchants were becoming bankrupts. The absorbing topic was “16 to 
1” and how it was going to be made possible to liquidate debts at the rate 
of one silver dollar per two gold dollar of debts. 

Indicative of what other countries thought of our currency is what occur- 
red to me during a bicycle trip across southern Canada in September, 1896. 
Arriving late one evening in St. Catharines with $3 5 U. S. currency and one 
lone Canadian ten-cent piece, I found myself in a dilemma. No one would 
accept my currency. Not even the express agent. Nor would he be moved 
with the offer to exchange a perfectly good U. S. five-dollar bill for $2.50 
in Canadian money. “I’m sorry,” he said, “but I dare not accept your 
money. No one knows what it will be worth if Bryan is elected.” Hungry, 
disgusted, wondering how to secure food and shelter for the night, I sought 
out a hotel proprietor and unburdened myself to him. He generously ex- 
tended to me the hospitality of his place for the night. Not because of 
faith in our currency, but for the fact that we happened to belong to the 
same lodge. Early next morning found me speeding for the bridge at 
Niagara, not to relax until with the feel of rolling over home soil. 

Two years in the “sticks” satisfied our cravings for the simple life. So, 
and with the advent of 1897, we migrated to Chicago, later on to Pitts- 
burgh, where I became manager for the largest penny arcade in the city. 
Here the collection was augmented by many pieces found in the various 
amusement devices. Included were my first Civil War tokens. They are 
still an interesting part of the collection and I am steadily adding to the 
series. This applies also to transportation tokens. Other odds and ends 
formed the nucleus of my growing “sideshow,” the building up of which 
continues to be an obsession with me. 

Eventually, and with the arcade business on the wane, our company en- 
gaged in the manufacture and operating of penny weighing scales. I was 
made traveling representative, filling the position for the next twelve year3. 
The territory covered by me was as productive of new finds as it was ex- 
tensive. A contributing factor was the judicious distribution of novelties 
ordered sent on from San Francisco. These, in the main, consisted of 
swords made up of Chinese cash, and souvenir gold quarters and halves. 
Exhibit No. 11 is the last of the swords. 
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Many places wherein were located our scales were patronized largely by 
foreigners. By pre-arrangement with those in charge, silver coins of for- 
eign denomination were accepted in payment for liquid and other refresh- 
ment, to be held for redemption by me at the price of the refreshment. 

Among those with whom I had business contacts were cigar-box coin 
collectors of the David Harum type. Trades were usually on the basis of 
size. If either of us had a large piece unmatched by the other, two smaller 
would secure the larger. And because I carried with me only duplicates 
for the purpose, I made many an excellent trade. 

Banks were also a source of finds — and profit. Because of the fact that 
shipments of cents from the mint entailed express charges, and I furnished 
mine neatly done up in 50-cent wrappers, and without charge, numerous 
were the favors received at their hands. It was from a small-town banker 
that came my beautiful pair of uncirculated 1/3 2 and 1/64 ducat of Ratis- 
bon, duplicates from the banker’s own collection of gold. 

Canadian quarters were plentiful in certain sections. The banks accepted 
them at twenty per cent, discount, passed them on to me at the same price, 
and I sold them to our Pittsburgh depository at face value. The profits 
went into new coins for the collection. 

Bankers generally are “square shooters.” But, and like other lines of 
endeavor, they are not free of “black sheep.” More than once have I been 
made to match wits with those possessed of “ways dark and peculiar,” com- 
parable only to that of the “heathen Chinee” immortalized by the famed 
poet of the West, Bret Harte. Two instances will suffice for illustration: 

In one, a “slicker,” with malice aforethought, essayed to stick me with 
what he assumed to be the one-dollar bill of a defunct Canadian bank. 
Following much mock haggling on my part, he sold me a perfectly good 
Canadian bill for fifty cents. 

Another offered me an atrociously bad dollar for 8 5 cents at a time when 
the silver content of a genuine standard dollar was less than 50 cents. 
While arguing the point, I drew out my pocket knife and quickly raised a 
large piece at the edge. The result was a shower of vituperation descending 
upon my head. When I threatened him with arrest for attempting to pass 
a counterfeit, he all but collapsed, pleading with a sickly grin, he was only 
joking, neglecting, however, to explain whether about the counterfeit or 
the vituperation. 

The foreign department of our Pittsburgh depository was a constant fount 
of joy to me. Here I was permitted to select any piece of my fancy, and 
at current exchange rates. Exhibit No. 12, a chopmarked 8 reals of 
Charles III, was secured thusly. Furthermore, I was privileged at all times 
to exchange pieces of inferior condition for the best on hand. Exhibits No. 
13 and 14, a peso of Maximillian, and a five-franc of the Third Republic, 
are examples 'of this courtesy. In passing, it might be interesting to learn 
that the bank always kept a large stock of Spanish eight reals on hand 
with which to supply the requirements of a customer in meeting the annual 
rental on a small plot of land held under a 99-year lease, “payable in Spanish 
milled dollars.” It was from this stock that came the splendid series I had 
built up at an average cost of 25 cents the piece. 

It was during this time that I realized the need for a cabinet more adapt- 
able to the handling and displaying of the growing collection, in conse- 
quence of which, I had one constructed according to my own views. It was 
a large, substantial affair with a double row of glass-covered slides, or 
frames, affording full protection against the handling of uncirculated pieces 
and proofs by persons unfamiliar with such things. It was via this “coin 
route” that I frequently took friends and acquaintances on a “personally 
conducted tour of the world.” 

Exhibit No. 15, picked up in my travels, is a token of the “Oil City and 
Petroleum Bridge Company.” I have never been able to place its date 
other than previous to 1904, that being the year in which I first crossed on 
the bridge then free to the public. Thomas L. Elder, born w T ithin a few 
hours’ ride from that section, and to whom I showed the piece a few months 
ago, stated that he had never seen, much less heard of, one, and pronounced 
it a rarity. 

An amusing incident in connection with my trips to Oil City is that which 
occurred while en route to the bridge. Passing the store of a junk dealer, 
and happening to glance into the window, I noticed a lot of old coppers on 
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display. Entering the store and inquiring the price of the coppers, I was 
given a quick “once over," then gruffly informed they were not for sale. 
“Then why are they in the window?” I asked. “I got no time to talk to 
you” was my curt dismissal. Obviously the man took me for one of those 
bona-fide numismatists who had spotted a rarity, and he wasn’t chancing a 
fortune slipping through his fingers. Strange to say, when it came to 
purchasing coins from either junkmen or pawn brokers, I have never been 
able to connect. 

It was in the latter part of 1910 that I first heard of the American Numis- 
matic Association. Needless to add that no time was wasted in applying 
for membership. The coming of The Numismatist, its monthly publication, 
was like manna from the skies. It not only opened my eyes to heretofore 
unknown coin wonders, but also to the realization that a numismatist is 
more than one who merely “collects coins and medals,” and while all numis- 
matists are not necessarily “collectors of coins and medals,” neither are all 
“collectors of coins and medals” numismatists. Which left me wondering 
just where I fitted in. 

It was in Pittsburgh, about twenty-five years ago, that I first had the 
pleasure of meeting Farran Zerbe, present genial curator of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank’s Collection of “Moneys of the World,” and “Charley” Gies, 
affable secretary then as yet of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Asso- 
ciation. I recall the many delightful and illuminating visits with Mr. Gies 
at his place of business on Frankstown avenue, and, at his invitation, the 
occasional attendance of the society’s meetings at the Carnegie Institute, 
where I came to know what real numismatists looked like. And in my 
travels through the State, of meeting Dr. McGirk, authority on the large 
cents, in his home at Phillipsburg. And Oscar Engstrom, smiling grocer 
of Smethport, whose extensive collection included a series of Swedish plate 
money second to none. 

Another enjoyable acquaintance, albeit one of correspondence only, was 
the late Commodore Eaton, of Hamilton, N. Y. Attracted through the col- 
umns of The Numismatist to his interest in dates and mint marks of the 
smaller cents, it was my pleasure from time to time to assist him with 
batches gleaned from the scales. Contrary to opinion at the time, I found 
the cent of 1877 plentiful, and that of 187 2 not so hot. A letter from me 
on the subject appeared in The Numismatist some time in 1913. 

During these travels it was not unusual to be approached for information 
on this or that coin, or some misleading coin information appearing in the 
columns of daily newspapers. This suggested the compiling of a handbook 
helpful to the budding collector as well as to the layman. So, in 1914, and 
with no pretentions to super-knowledge of numismatics, yet sufficiently 
equipped to meet the situation, I published the National Coin Book. It 
sold well and was hailed by the banking fraternity for its informative con- 
tents. Exhibit No. 16 speaks for itself. 

And so went my numismatic adventures. Then, in 1917, everything went 
blooey. We will pass over what followed other than to say the cabinet was 
gotten rid of and what remained of the collection was boxed up, for what 
reason I don’t know, and stored away to be forgotten. I was finished with 
old coins. I never again wanted to see an old coin. And for twenty long 
years nothing could revive my interest in them. Despite which there were 
times when memory would revert to the happiness of bygone days, the 
thrill of the chase and the bargaining for desired pieces. In those days — 
and it still holds good — a coin meant more to me than just a piece of metal 
inscribed with a legend or an effigy. I wanted to know all about it. The 
country of its inception; the people; their customs; their lives. Reading 
in fact or fiction of a coin new to me made me eager to possess one of my 
own. Well do I remember my first reading of Victor Hugo’s immortal “Les 
Miserables” with its frequent mention of the sou, insignificant in the eyes 
of some, but of vast importance in the lives of others. And the five-franc 
piece stolen from the little boy by Jean Valjean. And when I had secured 
like pieces, how I would sit and ponder over them; who handled them? 
what tragedy, if any, lay behind them? same as was my wont to ponder 
over that bullet-ravaged half dollar found among my mother’s effects. 

Then came that October day in 1936, when, with time hanging heavily 
on my hands, my wife said to me, “Daddy, why don’t you take up coin 
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collecting again? Remember the pleasures you derived from it? Remem- 
ber how, on returning home from a trip you would sit up until all hours of 
the night gloating over your new coins?” 

It was like the ringing of a tocsin in the ears of an old fire horse. I 
made for the closet and had that box out in a jiffy. And now, with three- 
score and ten years behind me, I am again a cigar-box numismatist with all 
the zest and enthusiasm of that youth passing through the transitory stage 
of knee pants to long trousers, happy, indeed, to be here tonight with those 
who speak my once-forgotten language. I thank you. 


The Series Of 
United States 
Commemorative Coins

(Editor’s Note — The very great interest in commemorative coins in recent 
months has created many new collectors, who, in order that their collections 
may be complete, are including the older issues, dating back to 1892. For 
this reason it seems appropriate to give a complete list of these coins, with 
details of the various issues.)

The Connecticut Commemorative Half Dollar. 


Nothing in Connecticut could be selected more appropriate than the 
Charter Oak, known by reputation to every schoolboy in the country. In 
June, 1633, standing under the branches of this venerable oak with a hole 
in its side, the chief of the Pequot Indian tribe sold “Dutch Point” and 
much of what is now the city of Hartford to Jacob Van Curler for a bolt of 
woolen cloth, six kettles, six axes, eighteen knives, a pair of shears, and a 
musket. Based on the voyage of John Cabot in 1497, the English claimed 
most of North America, so that when the Mohican Indians recommended the 
fertile valley of the Connecticut River to the settlers of Massachusetts Col- 
ony, the Rev. Thomas Hooker, with a band of pilgrims, traveled overland 
and established the town of Hartford. Under the same tree the Hooker 
Company bought the same property of Sequasson, chief of the river Indians, 
for a consignment of coats, blankets, knives and hoes, and agreed as a 
condition of the bill of sale never to cut down the old tree, where the Indi- 
ans for generations had conducted their tribal ceremonies. 

There was never any question about the priority of the Dutch settlement 
in their “House of Hope,” but rather their right to the preemption. In 1638 
New Haven was settled by a distinguished company of emigrants from 
England. The first constitution was adopted in 1639, being the first time 
in history when a government was organized and defined by a written con- 
stitution. Its leading features were afterward copied in the constitutions 
of the other States and of the United States, and it was the basis of the 
charter of 16 6 2. 

James II sent Sir Edmund Andros to become the Governor of the Colony 
of Connecticut. On the night of October 31-November 1, 1687, he announced 
in the Provincial Council his instructions to confiscate the Charter and rule 
the colony by decree. Suddenly the candles were extinguished. When they 
were relit it was discovered that Joseph Wadsworth and the Charter had 
disappeared. He had run the equivalent of four blocks south and hid the 
Charter in the bosom of that great oak tree. 

Now a certain George Wyllys decided to leave England and join the 
Hooker company. He sent William Gibbons with twenty men and the 
framework for a large house. The land assigned to Wyllys chanced to in- 
clude the celebrated old oak, whose existence had been guaranteed in the 
original transfer of the land. It was Wyllys’ daughter, Ruth, who finally 
in 1689 divulged the hiding place. 
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Before the turn of the century the copy of the Charter that had been re- 
tained in England was sent over to the colony by William III. Both are 
now on exhibition. One may be seen in the headquarters of the Connecticut 
Historical Society, and the other in the assembly hall of the State Library. 
The Charter Oak was blown down in August, 185 6, when its age was com- 
puted to be nearly 1000 years. 

The work on the design of the coin is a P. W. A. project. It was executed 
by Henry G. Kreiss, under the general direction of Paul Manship, in Essex, 
Conn., from the original painting of Brownell in 1856. The distribution 
will be in the hands of the Tercentenary Commission, and the price will be 
one dollar each.

Conclusion. 

The United States commemorative coins have demonstrated their import- 
ance to the American collector, which is not strange, as they are the only 
coins that have real historical interest to the public at large; therefore, the 
more pieces of true historic value that are struck, the greater will be the 
aid to numismatics. 

Abroad they have the portraits of rulers, jubilee pieces, marriage thalers, 
etc., which we lack in our coinage. We have been confined to dates, mint 
marks, die cracks and minor varieties. There is no doubt that a complete 
set of Presidential issues with appropriate reverse scenes would be inter- 
esting. 

But allowing non-collectors, call them societies, expositions, or what you 
will, simply for mercenary and commercial purposes, to prey on an innocent 
public by the issue of so-called commemoratives has been carried to ex- 
tremes, and the recent protests of coin clubs and individual collectors to the 
Government coining authorities have been more than justified. 

A bad example was set when two dates of the Columbian Exposition half 
dollars were coined. Bad as this was, it has been followed by two dates of 
the Pilgrim commemorative, and two varieties of the Grant, Alabama, Mis- 
souri, and other halves, with merely a star or cross for variety. 

Now comes the Oregon Trail with four different dates until now, and 
more to follow; also “S” and “D” mint marks, all identically alike, to 
compel collectors to buy their surplus pieces at a premium if they wish to 
have a complete series, but primarily to obtain additional funds at the 
expense of coin collectors. 

There should be only one date or variety issued of any commemorative 
coin. If that is not sufficient, then an entirely new die should be used and 
a new coin issued. 

Another serious side to this question is the placing in circulation at face 
value of these coins after the flush sales have been made — coins never in- 
tended for circulation — although a legal tender, because coined at Govern- 
ment mints and under Government authority and regulation. 

All acts authorizing the coinage of these souvenirs provide that they must 
conform to the legal requirements as to size, weight, fineness, etc., of the 
regular coinage, and also that they are to be legal tender in any payment 
of their face value. For the collector who has paid his premium in good 
faith, this practice discourages buying for all succeeding issues, and takes 
the “joy” out of collecting; others do not seem to care. 

When we recall that after the Government had gone to the expense of 
coining four million 1893 Columbian halves, that two and a half million 
(about 63 per cent.) were returned to the Mint to be melted and recoined; 
that of the 250,258 Jefferson and McKinley gold dollars coined for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition in 19 04, 215,258 (over 8 6 per cent.) were 
returned in 1914 and remelted; that of the 100,000 1921 Pilgrim halves, 
80,000 (80 per cent.) were returned; of the one million halves for the 
1926 Sesqui-Centennial, 859,000 (86 per cent.) were returned, and of the 
200,226 $2 y 2 for the same Exposition, 154,207 (77 per cent.) were return- 
ed, it clearly indicates that each commission overestimated the public buy- 
ing capacity, or else they were very slack in advertising and pushing their 
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sales. No wonder the committee in Congress on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures in 19 25 went on record as opposed to the issue of commemorative 
coins of only local and not national interest, and President Hoover in 19 28 
declared it was “a misuse of our coinage system.” However, it pays to have 
an expert numismatist and salesman directing these souvenir distributions, 
as was shown in the sale of the Louisiana Purchase and the Lewis and 
Clark gold dollars; also the Panama-Pacific Exposition coins. 

Farran Zerbe was in charge of each, and purchasers of these coins were 
guaranteed that none would ever be sold for less than the initial price 
charged. The result has been that those coins have steadily advanced in 
price. It might be a good idea to insist on the guaranteed price for all 
future issues. 

Collectors should benefit by a careful study of the number of pieces out- 
standing of each, and the sponsors of future issues will also benefit by a 
study of those figures, before determining the number of coins that can 
readily be absorbed by collectors and the buying public. The designing of 
new coins should only be entrusted to artists who have some conception of 
coin requirements, some idea of relation and proportion in preparing coin 
designs, and then we will not be shocked by an eagle whose body and legs 
are as large as the Charter Oak on the opposite side. 

It is certainly not the St. Gaudens or Gobrecht eagle of our earlier coins, 
nor the Ptolemaic eagle of Egypt, which could have been copied with profit. 
Always remember, that as we judge the past by their coins, so will the future 
judge us by the coins we produce. Coins are not merely for today, but for 
the coming centuries as well. They are the milestones of history, and 
should record accurate historical events, and not blunders like the Hugue- 
not-Walloon issue. 

The proceeds from several half dollars will be used to promote the study 
of early history in the State issuing them. Let us hope that all issues will 
inspire and encourage our younger generation to a better understanding and 
more reverence for the institutions and the country, which our forefathers 
so wisely established. 

This paper includes in gold coins the two $50, two $2.50, and six differ- 
ent dollars, plus three slight varieties of date or symbol. One silver dollar, 
twenty-three types of silver half dollars, plus nine varieties of date or sym- 
bol, and one quarter dollar — a healthy growing assembly. 

The writer wishes to acknowledge his indebtedness to many for the 
above information, and especially appreciates valuable assistance from the 
files of The Numismatist, from Farran Zerbe, and Alfred Nilson, of the 
Chase National Bank force. It would have been difficult to prepare this 
without those guides. 

It has been our endeavor to condense into easily read paragraphs the 
many writings examined without omitting the essential points of historical 
interest in each, which must ever be the inspiration for this special class of 
coins, and we sincerely hope our modest effort will be helpful to all students 
of coins.

The late Lyman H. Low, in one of his earlier catalogues, listing these 
pieces, said: “From whence they came, and whither going, no man know- 
eth,” and most American writers on coins since then have accepted this 
statement as a fact. 

In 18 98 Mr. Low, in the Colonel Cutting catalogue, attributed “fifteen of 
these pieces with bust to right, and two with bust to the left, seventeen 
pieces believed to be all different,” as belonging to the United States of 
Colombia, South America. 

Before this in 18 90, in the R. Coulton Davis catalogue, listed under the 
United States early colonial section — “Miscellaneous Pieces Used in Ameri- 
ca” — David Proskey, then one of our most learned numismatists, offered 
in No. 2457, “ten Columbia farthings, all from different dies,” without 
making any further comment, and in No. 2458 stated, “Similar (Columbia) 
obv., reverse, crown between branches of oak, rose, thistle, and shamrocks;

CROWNED JULY 19 1821. Also this same reverse with obverse bust of 
George IV; former exceedingly rare (the only known duplicate having been 
sold for $15.00), two pieces.” (See Nos. 1 and 2 in illustrations.) 

This would seem to connect the Columbia issues with a purely British 
coronation piece of farthing size and establish approximately the date of 
issue, as none of the Columbias are dated. 

It seems strange that Nelson, Atkins, Hazlitt and other English writers 
on the native copper coins do not mention these pieces, which in design and 
execution plainly show evidence of British fabrication during the 18 20- 
1830 period, and which must have been struck in large quantities and then 
shipped to America. 

These pieces can be described as follows: Obverse, a man’s head to right, 
mostly with smooth shaven face; a few varieties have typical English side- 
burns (common in those days); above, “Columbia.” 

Reverse, Justice seated above a round shield quartered facing right, with 
sword in right hand, scales in left; no inscription, (No. 3). All have a 
plain edge, with reverse upset to obverse except in one variety of No. 6. 
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The reverse of No. 3 has a straight-lined base on which Justice is seated. 
The others, including the standing Justice, have irregular grass plots be- 
neath. 

Another piece, with the smallest head, has the word “Columbia” below 
the bust (No. 4). 

Still another small-head variety has large mustache, and below the bust 
is a bundle of fasces tied at both ends (No. 5). This variety has a fine 
dotted inner circle around its border on both sides. All the others, except 
Nos. 1 and 2, have plain circles. 

The two varieties with head facing left have no inscription on either side, 
and the figure of Justice on reverse is standing, facing right, sword in right 
hand, and scales in left. (No. 6.) 

They are an interesting series, fairly well-coined, with enough variation 
in the dies to make them attractive to the new collector, besides being an 
inexpensive lot. 

Probably seventeen different dies, with the additional rare muled corona- 
tion reverse, will cover all known varieties, but the question still remains: 
Are they to be classed like many other Irish tokens among our early U. S. 
colonials, or more properly attributed to the longing for justice and freedom 
(like unto “Columbia”) among our Irish brethren across the sea, who 
perhaps flooded our land with these little tokens to awaken aid and sympathy 
for their cause? 


The Civil War Tokens 
Illinois

(Paper read before the Chicago Coin Club, March 3, 1937.) 


The Civil War tokens of Illinois belong to that class of necessity money 
that was issued to supply small change during the Civil War. Under the 
stress of war and the issuing of paper money by the National Government, 
all hard money was hoarded. It is said that in some parts of the country 
small change disappeared almost over night. In the cities real hardship 
was caused by the lack of small change. To supply this need all sorts of 
necessity money was issued — postage stamps were used, small bills were 
issued in values ranging from one cent to a dollar — and finally the tokens 
were issued. It is said they originated in Cincinnati, but in a short time 
their use spread all over the North. In size they varied from the new 
copper nickel cent of Government issue to tokens almost as large as the old 
copper cent. Most of them were of the smaller size. 

In general, they were of copper or occasionally brass, and they bore the 
name of the merchant who issued them, though several hundred bore no 
merchant’s name but merely carried some patriotic device. Due to the lack 
of small change these passed current everywhere. 

In Illinois 101 merchants in 3 2 towns issued tokens bearing their names. 
Guttag and Hetrich list 238 varieties, but Joseph Barnet has raised this 
number to 289. Many of these varieties are metal varieties, some being 
struck from the same die in copper, brass, white metal, copper nickel, and 
silver. There are only about 210 die varieties. 

It seems to me that many of these metal varieties should be classed as 

trial pieces or freaks. There is no reason that I can see why anyone should 
take a good copper nickel cent or a dime to make a substitute for a cent 
out of it. The tokens struck in gold plate advertised in a coming auction 
belong to this class also. It seems to me that it is hardly fair to include 
them in any list of necessity money. 

By far the greatest number of these tokens were struck by Childs, of 

Chicago. It is easy to trace over half of these tokens to this source by 

comparison of the reverse dies. One reverse occurs on 22 tokens, and 
about five others occur more than ten times. 

The geographical distribution of the firms issuing these little substitutes 
for money is interesting. Forty-nine Chicago business houses issued them 
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In Paris and Freeport, 5 firms issued them. In Rockford and Waukegan, 
4 each, and in Sandwich, 3. Four other towns had two merchants issuing 
them, and no other town had more than one merchant represented. 

If we draw a line across the State 100 miles south of the Wisconsin bor- 
der all towns issuing these tokens would lie north of this line except Alton, 
Cairo, Springfield and Paris. It is a little hard to account for this. It may 
be due to the fact that in the more rural sections of the State small change 
was not needed so much, because much of the business between farmer and 
the merchant was carried on by barter and trade. 

It is equally interesting to note the towns not represented. Galena, the 
oldest town in Northern Illinois, is not on the list, neither are Galesburg, 
Peoria, Rock Island, Bloomington, Quincy, or Jacksonville. Neither Van- 
dalia nor Kaskaskia, early capitals of Illinois, issued any. Some towns 
like Kankakee and Quincy issued fractional paper money during the war, 
but they put out no metal substitutes. 

Some of the places represented in the list are, at the present time, of 
minor importance. Among these are Durand, Chemung, Woodstock, Rock- 
ton, Bloomingdale, and Palatine. One will search the map of Illinois in 
vain in the attempt to locate Lodi. It is now the town of Maple Park, in 
De Kalb county, and should not be confused with Loda, in Iroquois county. 

As far as I know, there is only one firm doing business in Illinois now 
which is represented in this list. That is the firm of Childs, the die sinker, 
on Clark street, in Chicago. The firm of Trask & Plain, jewelers, in Aurora, 
successors to Gates and Trask, went out of business about ten years ago, 
and J. J. Diffenbaugh, of Freeport, has been in business since I can re- 
member. 

Illinois Civil War tokens are scarce. Some are rare. In the last eighteen 
years I have been trying to complete my series. I have seen several large 
collections, but I have never yet seen one which contains tokens issued by 
all merchants of the State. 

This is an interesting series, and it deserves more attention from our 
local collectors. There is plenty to find out about these early firms and 
concerning the careers of these merchants who issued these little tokens 
during the dark days of the Civil War.

To Limit Commemorative Coins 

On July 12 Mr. Cochran introduced the following bill in the House of 
Representatives, which was referred to the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures and ordered to be printed: 

A BILL 

To prohibit the further coinage of commemorative coins. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That subsequent to July 12, 1937, 
no commemorative coins shall be coined or issued pursuant to any Act of 
Congress, authorizing the coinage and issuance of commemorative coins, 
enacted prior to January 1, 19 37, and any refusal of the Director of the 
Mint to coin or issue any such coins subsequent to July 12, 1937, is hereby 
approved, ratified and confirmed. 
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If passed, this bill would prohibit further striking of coins of which a 
very large issue was authorized in the original bills, and which have been 
struck in different years since the original issue. Personal correspondence 
from Washington says the passage of the bill is assured within a few days, 
but that there may be an amendment to the bill permitting one more lot 
of one of the issues.

What To Do! 



It seems reasonably safe to conclude that the issues of commemorative 
coins in 1937 will be limited to the Antietam and Norfolk half dollars. 
Bills for these two coins have passed Congress and been approved by the 
President. Not one of the other fifty-odd half dollars proposed at this 
session of Congress has reached first base. What is of greater concern is 
that commemoratives as a series seem to have run their course, like most 
other epidemics. All that is left to do is to count the casualties and take 
steps to provide a remedy. 

No one can seriously claim that collectors or collecting have been in- 
jured by the numerous issues of the last two years. They have given coin 
collecting a boost — something that has for years been needed and hoped 
for. It has taken considerable of the collector's money to keep up with the 
procession if he wanted two or three specimens of each issue, but there 
need be little fear by the conservative buyer that he will lose any money on 
his coins in the event he desires to sell in the future. Except in a few 
well-known cases, the number struck of any issue has been comparatively 
small. And it might be added that it has been the speculative side of com- 
memoratives, particularly by the small and vest-pocket dealer, that has 
given this series a kick that is absent in some other series of coins. 

There is no good reason why the issue of these coins should be com- 
pletely stopped. Within reason, their issue serves a useful purpose. Like 
every good thing, it is the abuses that have crept in — even boldly walked 
in — that brought about their downfall. With the insight members of Con- 
gress have been given on the subject in the last two years, we can hardly 
imagine that any more bills authorizing a million coins, or even half a 
million, will receive respectful consideration. 

What has happened to the series may be attributed, we believe, to the 
following: 

First — The very large number of coins authorized of some issues, dis- 
tributed over several successive years, with various mint marks, making it 
necessary for a collector to buy a large number of coins of the same type if 
he wanted his collection to be complete. 

Second — The reported “salting” of part of a small issue in order to take 
advantage of the increase in price that would naturally follow, resulting in 
disappointment in having early orders unfilled. 

Third — The deluge of letters to Congressmen from collectors all over 
the country complaining of abuses in the distribution of the coins in some 
cases, too large or too small issues, different mints, etc., each letter written 
according to the viewpoint of the writer. These letters have possibly made 
it appear to the average Congressman that the entire commemorative coin 
series is honeycombed with rackets and abuses of various kinds, and that 
no matter what a coin bill contained it would be unsatisfactory to many 
collectors. 

Fourth — The desire of groups of men in some localities to get in the 
commemorative coin game with some celebration that has no interest beyond 
the limits of their locality. 

Fifth — The announcement of a proposed issue and soliciting orders for 
coins before the bill passes Congress, often resulting in holding a buyer’s 
money for months. 
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Sixth — The difficulty members of the two Congressional committees which 
consider coinage bills have in deciding which bills to report and which to 
leave in committee. The result is that all pass (as in 1936) or all fail (as 
in 1937). 

There does not seem to be a remote possibility that Congress will autho- 
rize the issue and distribution of future commemoratives by Government 
officials or bureaus, and indications are that it is not willing to permit any 
other agency, official, semi-official or otherwise, to take an active part in 
authorizing commemorative coins. 

There are indications that Congress is making or will make an attempt 
to regulate to some degree, and within reason, the distribution and perhaps 
other details of these coins. Both the bills for the Antietam and Norfolk 
coins, which became laws during June, were amended in two or three par- 
ticulars. One was to change the words “struck at a mint” to “struck at 
one of the mints.” This provides a little more definitely that the coins 
shall be struck at one mint only. This is all to the good. The other amend- 
ment provides that the sale of the coins is to be under the direction of the 
Director of the Mint. 

Perhaps the most important development in the matter is found in the 
debate in the House when the Antietam bill was before it on June 7. In 
this Mr. Parsons is reported to have said: “. . . until we can file the regu^ 
lations that the Treasury has asked us to file, so that all Members may 
have an opportunity to study the regulations and have their bills conform to 
them in the future.” 

From this it is gathered that regulations covering other details of com- 
memorative coin issues are being formulated which in the future must be 
made a part of all bills for commemorative coins. Perhaps the vexatious 
problems of these coins are about to be solved.

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MEDAL OF THE SOCTETE ROYAL FOR 1937. 

The Societe Royal Les Amis de la Medaille d’Arts, Exercice XXX11, 19 37, 
here illustrated, commemorates the linking of Belgium with her African 
possessions by airplane. The obverse shows two symbolic figures, repre- 
senting Belgium and the Congo against a flat map design with a soaring 
plane in the clouds overhead and the inscription “Edmond Thieffry a Rea- 
lise la Ire Liaison Aerienne Belgique Congo,” which roughly translated 
reads “Edmond Thieffry brought about aerial liaison with the Belgian 



Congo.” Beneath the figures is the date le 12 Fevrier, 1925. The reverse 
is a symbolic landscape in which the huts and palms of the Congo mingle 
with the cultural and industrial monuments of Belgium, beneath which, as 
if supporting their joined resources, are the two armorial shields, the Star 
of the Congo and the Royal Lion of Belgium. Over this landscape a new 
day is dawning. The exceedingly intricate and complicated combining of 
these ideas in a unified and highly artistic design is especially to be com- 
mended as a complete triumph over every technical and intellectual ob- 
stacle.

CORONATION MEDAL FOR STANSTEAD WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

Among the interesting medals struck in Canada for the coronation of 
King George VI is the one illustrated below. It was given to all students 
as well as members of the staff of Stanstead Wesleyan College, one of the 
best beloved secondary colleges in Canada and which attracts its student 
body from all over Eastern Canada and from many States in the United 
States of America.

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NICKEL COINS. 


It will be recalled that some years ago the International Nickel Company 
of Canada published a book for private circulation on the subject of nickel 
coins. A revised edition of this book brought up to date has just been 
brought out by the same company. It is a splendid example of the printer’s 
art and can well be called a de luxe edition. Specially heavy paper has been 
used, leather binding, and as a most novel and interesting feature the edg- 
ing of the pages is covered with palladium instead of gold. It illustrates 
every coin which to date has been struck in pure nickel and gives complete 
data in respect to every such issue. The total of the coins illustrated has 
reached 8 5, arranged alphabetically from Albania to Zanzibar and covering 
all the corners of the globe. 

Strange as it may seem, our U. S. “nickel” is not represented because our 
nickel only pretends to be nickel, and is composed of only 25 per cent, nick- 
el, while the present volume is confined only to pure nickel coins. The coins 
illustrated are distinguished by their sharpness, which is produced by the 
use of this metal, and the greatest advantage which is produced through the 
use of nickel in a coinage is the durability of the currency. The earliest 
country to adopt pure nickel coinage was Switzerland, in 1881, and it has 
continued the same design in this same metal down to the present. The 
book presents a splendid addition to numismatic knowledge and a recogni- 
tion of the value of numismatics by an important well known world-wide 
manufacturing organization. 


NEW ( OIN CLUB IN MEXICO CITY 


I received word from Mexico City that they organized a coin club last 
month called “La Sociedad Numismatica Mexicana.” Senor J. Sanchez Garza 
is president, and his address is 4 Calle Luis Moya, Mexico City, and Senor 
Mario Mariscal is secretary.

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CALIFORNIA CHARMS AND STANDARD CLASSIFICATION. 

The Numismatist, Baltimore, Md. 

Gentlemen: Reading the July issue of The Numismatist I was much in- 
terested in the report of the 220th meeting of the Chicago Coin Club, and 
especially that part where one of the members “questioned the amount of 
assistance the club offers the new member, especially cautioning him con- 
cerning unreliable dealers and aiding him in ways that will prevent mis- 
takes that all too often cause the new collector to lose heart and give up 
numismatics. ” 

There are two matters concerning which the A. N. A. could, and in my 
judgment ought to, take a definite stand. They are: 

1. California gold tokens or charms, and other counterfeits. Every deal- 
er or individual who insists upon handling such material should be required 
to advertise and catalog same separately under the heading “Counterfeits, ” 
or some similar title which will at once put the novice upon his guard. 
There must have been many persons during the past few years who have 
bought these brass imitations of the very popular and interesting California 
gold coins in the belief that they were getting genuine coins. I could never 
figure out the viewpoint of the reputable dealer who would give room for 
such misleading and disappointing merchandise either in his stock trays or 
in his catalog. Such association of worthless articles with the meritorious 
in any other business eventually spells failure, and rightly so. Practically 
all collectors of coins want to feel that their specimens are genuine, and 
when they discover that they have been imposed upon, might they not be 
justified in wondering why those in authority in affairs numismatic fail to 
take such steps as will tend to stop such practices? The A. N. A. could 
remedy this, and should. It can control the advertising in The Numisma- 
tist, and can enforce any reasonable rule among dealers and individuals by 
refusing membership to those who persist in an attempt to prey upon new 
and inexperienced members who ultimately should become the bone and 
sinew of the organization. The A. N. A. is powerful enough to do this 
very thing, and should do it, not only for the sake of the new members, but, 
from the less altruistic motive of self-preservation and continued growth. 

2. Fix a definite standard of “condition” of coins. I have had many 
disappointments along this line, and frequently from sources least expected. 
I have ordered coins described as “fine,” which should probably mean with 
only the slightest sign of wear, and have received coins with many letters, 
figures and other characters completely obliterated. Practically every deal- 
er and individual seems to have his own idea as to how to describe condi- 
tion to a prospective purchaser. A few instances such as outlined above 
are very discouraging to a new collector. The A. N. A. should fix the differ- 
ent grades of coins from proof down to poor, and give a definition of each 
grade which will mean something and which will be recognized and followed 
as far as possible, realizing that there are bound to be some variations and 
honest differences of opinion. But there is absolutely no excuse for anyone 
to advertise or sell a coin as “fine” or even “very good,” and then furnish 
the buyer a coin on which some of the important features are illegible.

For a dealer, whether or not a member of the A. N. A., to advertise that 
he is offering counterfeits for sale would be to invite a visit from Govern- 
ment officials. The Numismatist would not accept any advertisement so 
worded. The so-called California gold tokens are not counterfeits of Gov- 
ernment issues, and we understand that while officials discourage their sale 
they do not prohibit it so long as they are sold for just what they are — 
tokens or charms. No matter what action, if any, the A. N. A. should take 
in the matter, it could not prevent traffic in these pieces by non-members, 
and the uninformed collector would still be at the mercy of unscrupulous 
dealers. 

Some twenty years ago a standard classification for the condition of coins 
was one of the subjects that occupied much of the time at several conven- 
tions of the A. N. A. Such a classification was prepared by Howland Wood, 
of the A. N. A. and the A. N. S., that seemed to be 100 per cent, perfect. 
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But the futility of its adoption was demonstrated when some of the dealers 
at the time stated at one of the conventions that they would not be bound 
by it and that they would continue to describe the condition of their coins 
according to their judgment. If such a standard classification could not be 
made effective among its members, it would be a waste of time to attempt to 
persuade non-member dealers to adopt it. 

The best solution of this matter is for each collector to place his business 
with such dealers as he finds most satisfactory and whose judgment corre- 
sponds with his own.

A LETTER ADDRESSED TO EACH MEMBER. 

July 10, 1937. 

Dear Fellow-Member and Friend: 

We want you to visit us this summer and assure you we will make your 
stay a pleasant and educational one. Particularly do we want you to know 
that there will not be “too much entertainment” to tire you and necessitate 
a rest after you return home. The business sessions of the convention will 
occupy the mornings, and we have definitely left the afternoons and early 
evenings open for shopping, relaxation, sightseeing or such other diversion 
as you wish. The evenings, of course, will be devoted to the entertainment, 
and you will find much of unique interest which only Washington can offer. 

The Numismatist has carried accounts of the beauties of the city and the 
advantages for sightseeing which Washington possesses as the capital city 
of the Nation.

We will 
have as special guests, Senator Robert L. Wagner, Chairman, Senate Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency; Hon. Andrew L. Somers, Chairman, House 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures; Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
Director of the Mint; Mr. Alvin W. Hall, Director of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing; Mr. Frank J. Wilson, Chief of the United States 
Secret Service; and Mr. T. T. Belote, Curator of History, Smithsonian In- 
stitution, and responsible for the United States coin collection. There will 
be additional entertainment and you will be privileged to hear as well as 
meet the officials of our Government most closely affiliated with numis- 
matics. 

Thursday will end the active business sessions and the day will be de- 
voted to the official good-byes and the dismantling of the exhibits. For 
those interested there will be sightseeing trips or shopping trips each after- 
noon under the leadership of competent guides, and ample opportunity will 
be given to see those places where you may wish to find special interest. 
The many places of interest in the Capital City would take many more days 
to visit than are to be devoted to the convention, and so only the more 
important points will be included in the short tours.

The 
plugs had a value of 2 and 6 bits. The large plug was also cut in half for 
3 bits, or was re-holed, making a 4 and a 2 bit piece. 

D. Bullowa: Eight French gold coins, 10 francs to 50 francs, from 1814 
to 1904; 10 foreign gold coins on the 20-franc basis ($4); 5 gold coins on 
the 20-franc basis plus their national unit; 5 gold coins on the sterling 
basi ($5). 

H. Stein: A group of Roman Republican and Imperial coins struck in 
Gaul, and also a stater of Philip of the Alexandrian type, the subject of the 
last monograph of the American Numismatic Society. 

M. Kortjohn: Set of silver three-cent pieces and a number of half dimes;

in copper.

France, gold, early issues, Philip 
VI, Brittany; 2 ecu d’or, Charles V. franc a cheval; Henry II, *4 and double 
Henri d’or; gold coins of Louis XIII. XIV, XV and XVI; 4 of Napoleon I, 
one of Utrecht mint, 5 of Louis XVIII, including Utrecht mint; 2 of Louis 
Philippe; 20 francs, 1851, Republic; 6 of Napoleon III, 1878, Republic, 20 
francs, platinum; 1899, 10 francs, piefort.

Don C. Keefer: Three rare Corean pieces with chains, two of which have 
Chinese inscriptions and the one having an extinct Corean language in- 
scription. The pieces are bell shaped, pouch and dragon shaped, measuring 
four to five inches across. 

Wm. G. Rayson: Groat of Edward III; groat of Edward IV with y 2 groat; 
groat of Henry VIII; groat of Mary I; groat of James V of Scotland; plack 
of Mary Queen of Scots. Mr. Rayson delineated the origin of the groat 
pieces and their significance in England’s monetary history. 

Lee F. Hewitt: Coins of the Basque Republic, struck for necessity usage;

Mr. Bowman also read an inter- 
esting paper copied from the French records of survey at Ottawa, Canada, 
relating to Lake Chautauqua and Conewango Creek in 1744 down to 1800, 
with copies of those early survey maps. 

A splendid display of about 3 00 specimens of “Animals in Miniature,’’ by 
Paul R. Kieswetter, of Mayville, was a collection of different animals from 
a rabbit to an elephant, reproduced in small size, out of glass, porcelain, 
wood, iron, composition, etc., and a like display of 407 specimens of differ- 
ent miniature bottles, shown by Miss Aliena Calhoun, a young lady of May- 
ville, consisted chiefly of small perfume bottles, that were a revelation to 
everyone present. 

The last two collections are shining examples of what can be accom- 
plished by young people having a collector’s instinct and, though living in 
a small country village, are determined to gather some object for future 
study and display, and these two will no doubt gain renown as their vision 
and field of endeavor broadens in the coming years. 

John J. Thmopson, curator of the Historical Society, was host to the 
gathering, calling attention to many local antiques and displays of interest 
in the society’s rooms. He also read a paper relating to early Chautaqua 
county history. 

Ice-cream and cake served by the Mayville members concluded another 
delightful meeting. 

STARK COIN CLUB — Thirteenth meeting, July 12th, called to order by 
President V. L. Stover. There were fourteen members and guests present. 

A preferred list of coin dealers will be given each member, so our mem- 
bers may acquaint themselves with responsible firms. This action was 
taken by the officers of the club on the complaint of various members in 
business dealings with irresponsible individuals.

A. N. A. CONVENTION 
WASHINGTON, D. C., AUGUST 21 TO 26. 
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THE FRANCISCO VASQUEZ BE CORONADO HALF DOLLAR. 

Among the bills introduced in Congress at its 193 6 session was one for a 
commemorative half dollar to commemorate the 400th anniversary of the 
journey and explorations of Francisco Vasquez de Coronado. This bill 
passed the House, but failed in the Senate. The bill was introduced again 
at the 193 7 session, but no action has yet been taken on it. The centennial 
will not be until 1940. 

A letter has been received from Herbert O. Brayer, director “Los Con- 
quistodores” Coronado Cuarto Centennial, Albuquerque, N. Mex., in which 
he states the coin will probably be issued this year. He also says several 
thousand preliminary orders have already been received. All precoinage 
orders are filed and will be given first preference in the distribution follow- 
ing the authorization. The commission is not accepting payment at this 
time, but orders are filed and purchasers will be notified by mail when to 
send money. Present plans, although still tentative, call for the sale of 
the half dollar at $1 per coin.

COIN COLLECTING NOW PART OF MERIT SYSTEM OF BOY SCOUTS. 

Arthur E. Roberts, Cincinnati, of the headquarters staff of the Boy Scouts 
of America, has written to Herbert A. Brand, of that city, stating that the 
national association has adopted a merit badge for coin collecting in addition 
to its other merit badges. This is the result of an effort begun five years 
ago by the Cincinnati Numismatic Association, when it appointed a com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Brand was chairman, to interest the local headquarters 
of the Boy Scouts in the subject. 
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AN ENGLISH VIEW OF ENGLAND’S NEW COINS. 

Yesterday we published photographs of the new coinage from the crown 
to the farthing, together with a long and learned article on what is new in 
the designs and what is linked with the past. Very soon, therefore, if not 
immediately, there will begin the usual flood of critical letters which at- 
tends any issue of new designs for coinage or postage stamps. One objec- 
tion — and on the face of it a perfectly reasonable objection — is sure to be 
made, because ten years have passed since there was any public occasion 
of answering it. The new coinage shows the rose of England, the thistle of 
Scotland, the shamrock of Ireland; where is the leek, or daffodil, of Wales? 
The answer is that leek does not occur in the Royal arms and crest, and has 
therefore no place on the coinage. The next point of interest is one that 
needs no explanation; but it will not escape notice that the head of King 
George VI faces the same way as his father’s did, and not, as in the ordinary 
course, in the opposite direction. Perhaps criticism may not find it so easy 
as it has been to complain of the design of the King’s effigy; and defenders 
of it may claim that Mr. Paget’s work has character and vitality and is well 
set in the field. And perhaps the general impression will be that this is 
the best set of new designs for coinage which has been produced within 
living memory. 

Looking at the crown piece, many an amateur of numismatic design may 
lament that Pistrucci’s St. George and the Dragon has not been revived 
for a King whose name saint is St. George; but they may be reconciled on 
learning that that famous design is to be on the reverse of all the new gold 
coinage, from the five-sovereign piece to the half-sovereign. Of the reverse 
of the new crown the only question likely to be asked is whether the sup- 
porters (the pair of them have never been shown on a coin before) are 
quite big enough for the noble crowned shield. In the half-crown there 
are two little novelties to be noted. The shield has no notch in the upper 
corner to the spectator’s left. The notch, in which the tilting spear was 
rested, was a characteristic feature of shields of the period chosen for the 
coin; but the effect of it on the previous half-crown was a little niggling. 
The other change is the substitution of a ring and strap for the rose at the 
top. of the coin; and this new tale of a rose and a ring has naturally led to 
the disappearance of the thistle and the shamrock between the Latin and 
the English on either side opposite the very pleasant little crowned inter- 
laced initials. Public opinion will probably agree that the handsomest of all 
the new coins is the two-shilling piece (the name “florin,” first applied to 
coins of this value in 1849, has been dropped). The design is new, rich, 
and shapely, and it fills the field to perfection. 

So far, unless we count the design for the new two-shilling piece, there 
has been no very striking departure from the accustomed. With the shilling 
we come to the happy idea of issuing two different reverses, one showing the 
King’s crest for England, the other his crest for Scotland. The English 
shilling differs from the later shilling of King George V in having the date 
divided in the field, and the space left in the inscription filled with roses 
and dots. The Scottish reverse may look a little odd to English eyes un- 
used to the Scottish style, but not Scotland only will welcome it as a com- 
pliment to our Scottish Queen. The new six-pence will raise many a sigh of 
relief. Mr. Kruger Gray has set us free at last from the school-girlish acorns 
flopping into the inscription on wliat looked more like a token in a card- 
game than a coin. The Imperial monogram is different from those author- 
ized for use on pillar-boxes and elsewhere; and its bold and original letter- 
ing proves that a monogram, though never thus used before in British coin- 
age, can make a very strong and dignified centre. The round threepenny 
bit is likely to be less noticed than its new companion; but it well deserves 
attention, first because its shield of the King’s name saint placed on a rose 
recalls what experts hold to be the most beautiful of all English coins, the 
first sovereign of King Henry VII, and secondly because the cross on it is 
not raised like every other detail in the coinage, but “incuse,” stamped in, 
a process last used in England for the penny and twopenny pieces of King 
George III. As for the other threepenny piece, the mint model with the 
12 sides and the pretty tuft of sea-pink, otherwise thrift; it will seem mere 
pampering of carelessness to those who remember having to distinguish be- 
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tween a “thruppeny bit” and a groat. Probably it will be a toss-up whether 
the public in general take to it or laugh at it; but at least it makes a gay 
little adventure and carries a seemly moral. On the penny the welcome 
reappearance of the light-house should be allowed to distract attention from 
the questionable anatomy of Britannia; and, while naval historians are 
disputing whether the ship on the halfpenny is a galleon or a carrack, the 
public will resent more fiercely than ever the penny-halfpenny postage which 
will rob them of so many of these fine pieces. And last we have the wren, 
the little pet of folklore, the Royal wren, Mr. Wilson Parker’s vividly 
naturalistic design was intended, we understand, for the threepenny piece; 
but among the coins the farthing is “the youngest wren of nine.” The 
“two sparrows” that are sold for a “farthing” appear already on the South 
African farthing; but this engaging little bird makes a lively finish to a 
series which does more credit to British designing than any that has gone 
before it for many reigns. — London Times. 


CACHE OF GOLD UNEARTHED IN DULUTH. 

According to a press dispatch from Duluth, Minn., a lot of gold coins 
with a face value of about $1000 was found by two small boys while playing 
under the porch of their home. The coins were in a bag in the bottom of a 
can which had been buried. A piece of a Duluth newspaper dated January 
14, 1914, was found with them. The coins are in the denominations of $20, 
$10 and $5 and were dated between 1815 and 19 00.

The half dollar commemorates the 300th 
Anniversary of the Original Norfolk Land 
Grant and the 200th Anniversary of the 
Creation of Norfolk as a Borough. 

The bill signed by President Roosevelt 
on June 28th authorizes the minting of 
25,000 coins at one mint. The Philadel- 
phia Mint has been selected for the work 
and all coins will be dated 193 6. It is be- 
lieved the coins will be ready for distribu- 
tion some time between August 25th and 
Sept. 10th. 

On one side of the coin will appear the official seal of the City 
of Norfolk. On the other side will be a miniature reproduction of 
the Norfolk Mace. The Mace was presented to Norfolk when it was 
a borough — in 17 53, by Lieutenant Governor Dinwiddie, as a token 
of his esteem for the borough. The Mace is one of Norfolk’s 
greatest historic treasures and Norfolk is the only city in the United 
States With a Mace. 

Orders are now being received and will be filled on the basis of 
“first come, first served,” with preference being given to orders 
with cash, certified checks or money orders. Every possible effort 
will be made to insure that coins will be distributed to private 
collectors rather than to dealers.
